SAMMY HAGAR: ‘‘Sammy Hagar*’ (Cap- 

itol ST-11599) 
_ In case anyone ever asks you, Sammy 
Hagar’s favorite color is red. The cover of 
this album shows him wearing a red suit, 
getting out of a red ‘65 Thunderbird. All the 
buildings .are red, a gentlemen in a red

What .walks on land, breathes 
underwater, and attends classes at 
Hartnell? The description fits those 
enrolled in Hartnell’s skin snd scuba 
classes. 

Scuba, which stands for self- 
contained underwater breathing ap- 
paratus, is rapidly becoming one of 
the most. popular sports on the 
Monterey Peninsula. Because of the 
sport’s inherent dangers, most dive 
shops require presentation of a 
certification. card in order to pur- 
chase compressed air or rent diving 
gear. 

The Hartnell College program 
offers the NAUI certification (Na- 
tional Association of Underwater 
Instructors) which is | recognized 
internationally. Mike Garibaldi, who 
teaches the course, emphasizes 
pre-ocean conditioning and stresses 
training in the Hartnell pool. 

He systematically prepares the 
student for encounters with the 
sometimes treacherous. conditions 
which exist in the ocean. Garibaldi is 
quick to add that danger results from 


poor physical condition or lack 


of skills. Swimming laps for endur- 
ance, and. eventually for time, 
strengthens those muscles needed 
for ocean diving. 

The basic equipment list includes 
mask, fins, snorkel, boots, weight 
belt, vest, tank and regulator. 
Acclimation to the gear is a gradual 
process from learning-to; clear a

where the student goes off the high 
board with equipment in hand 
having to turn on air and don gear 
underwater. 

Other pool skills include buddy- 
breathing, where dive partners share 
one air regulator; ditch and recovery 
which involves removal and aband- 
onment of equipment underwater 
surfacing , descent and gearing up; 
surface rescue and mouth-to mouth 
resuscitation while towing the vic- 
tim. 

Near the end of the semester there 
are usually three ‘‘check-out’’ dives. 
The first is a snorkel dive where 
some of the pool skills are practiced: 
The second and third dives are with 
tanks and often give the diver his 
first close-up look at undersea life. 

Approximately- one-fourth of the 
course time is spent in the classroom 
Slide presentations and_ lectures 
cover useful and often essential 
information.Discussed are decom- 
pression and repetitive diving, 
underwater physics, open air rescue, 
emergency first aid and CPR (Card- 
iopulminary resuscitation). * 


Although rigorous and demand- 
ing, scuba diving can be very 
rewarding. Garibaldi is a seasoned 
diver and swimmer. Skin and scuba 
diving is offered both days and 
evenings in the spring and fall: A fee 
of $20 covers air fills and:equipment 
maintenance.
